THE HEWS IN TOWN. 


Its 
Condition 
and 
Requirements— 
Alleged L.acM o f Funds for I ts M ain­ 
tenance. 
[From the New York Evening Post.] 
Inquiry waa m ade to-day at the D epartm ent of 
Public P arks in regard to tbe condition and needs 
of the great pleasure ground ol the city, wnicli 
has been alleged to be tn danger ol deterioration 
through lack of proper provision lor its maln- 
tenauce and im provem ent. 
President Btebblns 
expressed g reat dtssatlsiactlon with the Board of 
A pportionm ent In reiuslng to grant tbe esti­ 
m ates Bu&mlttecl 
by the 
departm ent, which 
w ere placed, be said, a t 
tho lowest 
figure 
com patible 
w ith 
the 
public 
Interest. 
Not 
a dollar had been spent In the dcpartm oiit 
illegitim ately, and ecouomy had. been closely 
studied; yet the appropriation for m aintenauco 
was wholly insufficient to keep the works In 
proper order. In addition to tbe increase in lunds 
rendered necessary by the annexation of fbe 
Tw enty-third and Tw enty-fourth wards, the con­ 
stan t extension of the cares of the departm ent 
through tho com pletion of 
new works neces­ 
sarily dem anded yearly additions to the appro­ 
p riations for keeping the works In repair. Then, 
too. the increase of the city’s population and of 
the num ber ol visitors to C entral Park necessi­ 
tated an em argem ent of tho Park police force, 
which was now plainly inadequate. 
An addition 
of «35,000 to the appropriation for this purpose 
w as asked for from tne Board of ApporUonment, 
but the Commissioners lalled to obtain it. 
An exam ination ol the estlm utes for 1875, which 
w ere subm itted dj the D epartm ent alter detailed 
estim ates had oeen received from the head of each 
burean, shows th at they am ounted in the aggre­ 
g ate to $926,170. These were cu t down by tbe 
Board oi A pporuonm eut to about $684,000. Tbe 
Board struck out entirely the estim ates for special 
repairs and im provem ents or architectural struc­ 
tu res in C entral Park, for the special im prove­ 
m en t of plantations, lo rth e OLiservatory, lor the 
sea wall a t the B attery, for the pavem ent oi City 
Hall P ark and for the deficiency of 1873. It cot 
down by $12,500 the estim ate of $82.600 for tho 
repairs and im provem ent of bridges over Harlem 
River, and by $66,500 the estim ate of «100,600 lor 
tho care aud rep air ol roads and bridges in tho 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth wards. The es- 
tím ate for surveying and m onum entlng the north­ 
ern p a rt of the city. Including the new wards, was 
reduced Irom «76,000 to $35,ooo, while the general 
P ark m aintenance fund waa reduced by «100,000. 
Mr. 
Frederick Law Olmsted, the landscape 
arch itect of the departm ent, said th at tbe depart­ 
m ent was invariably cram ped for funds at tbe 
end of the year, as u had never received an appro­ 
p riatio n sufficient to accomplish the work which 
it was designed to execute. In consequence or 
this m any of the arches and bridges in cen tral 
Park, together with tbe terrace and other struo- 
tores, had been neglected year aiter year, uniil 
they had now become seriously oot of repair. 
Their im m ediate resto ratio n was not only de­ 
sirable tor tbe sake of tbelr present appearance, 
but as a m atter ol economy to the cfiy, which 
would ultim ately be put to increased expense if 
they suffered further detrim ent. The money to 
m ake these repairs, however, could not be spared 
by the departm ent w ithout obtaining the special 
appropriation which bad been asked for and re­ 
fused. 
The Park, he said, was not now in a satisfactory 
condition generally, owing to the lack ol suitable 
appropriations. 
Any neglect oi It tended to fur­ 
th er dam age. 
One reason why tbe Park had been 
m aintained in a creditable state waa tbe fact th at 
T(Bitors had been encouraged to respect Us good 
order, through the efforts of the authorities to the 
sam e end. When, however, d irt was allowed to 
aocum ulate In thu paths and roadways, the lawna 
w ere leu unm own, the shrubbery uncared for and 
the various stru ctu res unrepaired, this leeltug on 
tho p art of visitors would be lost and tne whole 
Park would be carelessly overrun la a m anner 
which would destroy its principal attractions. 
In a report lately m ade to P resident Btebblns Mr. 
Olmsted caUod attention to some of these points, 
and especiaUy to the need of im provm g the plan­ 
tations, In which m any of the trees aud bushes 
are now growing so thickly together as to arrest 
the 
oevetopm ent 
of 
the 
finest 
specim ens. 
He also urged the need of increasing the police 
force, both tor the com fort and safety ol visitors, 
especially ladles and children, and to prevent the 
frequent theits of birds, eggs and valuable plants. 
Which are oilen accom panied by the destruction 
of o ther property. As already said, however, the 
special appropriations for these purposes have 
n o t been granted. 
During the last year the onlv notable works of 
constroction in the park have been tbe bailding 
of two new arches, the w ork on the outer park 
w all and the elevation of the grade of drivew ays 
n ear Eighth avenue and llOth street in order to 
correspond with the grade of those roads. Plans 
for the m tnre have not been definitely settled, 
owing to tbe uncertam iy of obtaining proper 
m eans for tnelr execution.

THE RED MEN. 


Fath er John Beeson’s Co-operntlve Plan 
to Btnp the Alleged Frauds Upon O a r 
In dian Neighbors. 
In response to a call of Father John Beeson, six- 
teen persuns, including four ladies and the officers 
of the m eeting, assembled tn tbe large hall of tbe 
Cooper In stitu te yesterday aiternoon to indorse a 
plan of co-operation with the view of stopping the 
alleged frauds as well as the w ar upon our Indian 
neighbors. The size of tbe gatherm g did not seem 
to disconcert F ather Beeson, thongh he waited 
nearly half an hour for the arrival of expected 
gentlem en who came not. 
Yet the opportunity 
waa thus afforded to say th at he waa not disap­ 
pointed a t the limited num ber present, m troduc- 
ing as an offset to the little Interest taken in the 
m ovem ent in this city the apathy with which 
Bostonians receive tbe movem ent. Finally the 
Rev. E. R. Swackham er was elected chairman and 
tbe Rev. George Porteons, D. D., accepted the 
poittion of secretary. 
Father Beeson then said th at the object of this, 
as weU as the m eetings th at have preceded it and 
those th at will follow, were to aid in m e co-opera­ 
tion of a plan for the protection of the Indian m 
the inllest sense. The wrongs th at Vincent Ooliyer 
in 1868 reported th at the red men were suffering 
a t the hands of the whites were 
the sam e 
now, m aking a catalogue of 
outrages 
aud 
indignities 
so 
long 
th at 
if 
one-third 
of 
them were 
heaped 
upon 
the whites as a 
people in any section of tbe oonntry iv would call 
them to arma. The Indians are not so savage as 
generally thought to be. They are not retrogrea- 
aive, as their enemies proclaim, as when oppor- 
tunities of Im provement have been offered they 
are readily em braced. The Cherokee Nation, for 
instance, though num bering but l&ooo, according 
to the reports of the Indian Bureau, had 600 frame 
houses, 8,500 log cabins, aud raised upon their 
farms, m one year, 2.925,000 bushels of corn, 97,500 
bushels Of wheat, about the same ol oats and 
80.000 bushels ot potatoes. They owned ie,ooo 
horses. 75,000 cattle and great num bers of sheep 
and

tribe, made six years ago, has oeen broken, and 
the expedition th at recently went exploring over 
tbelr country had no m ore right there than have 
the rowdies of New York to en ter and take pos­ 
session of the residences ol our oitlseDs. 
After recapitulating turtner alleged wrongs suf­ 
fered by the Indians Father Beeson proposed the 
remedies. He would send a delegation of m en 
and women to m eet tbe Indian Council now as­ 
sembled in the Indian Territory and present them 
with an address of friendship, assuring them th at 
at least some or the people of m e country mean 
th a t they shall have justice.

dians would then be apt to believe m at their m is­ 
sion was one ol sin cerity ; bo* composed alone of 
m en they are donbtlul th at they would be be­ 
lieved, because like delegations had so otten de­ 
ceived m em .

No feature of our great Central Park can be 
made more interesting, instructive and useful 
than a zoological garden worthy of so magnifi­ 
cent a pleasure ground.

in London and the Jardín des Plantes in 
Paris completely meet these purposes, and 
each is an example for us which should not be 
disregarded. So far all our attempts in the 
same direction - have been unworthy of this 
metropolis.
